John D., Jr., his very able son, took over the family estate, 
and he too poured millions into the Anti-Saloon League. 


By this time the League had decided to cut corners. 


This business of encouraging temperance was too slow— 
the thing to do was to abolish liquor by federal prohibi- 
tion. And with the aid of the Rockefeller millions about 
1920 the Eighteenth Amendment was put over. 


After twelve years of statutory prohibition John D.

Respite 'Defeat by Notre 
Dame They're gtlll'Loyal 


to Schmidt

COLUMBUS, Ohio—(JP)—The Notre 


Dame-Ohio State- Bame has taken its 
rightful place in the history of grid- 
iron classics, but here in Columbus 
they're still playing it on street cor- 
ners or wherever football fans con- 
gregate. 


This being the home town of the 


Buckeyes fhey're trying to figure out 
how Ohio Slate coUlcl have staved off 
that fourth-quarter nttnck of the Irish 
that netted three touchdowns—and 
victory for Notre Dame. 


One effective way, everyone agrees, 


would, have been not to have plnyed 
the fourth quarter 
at all. Up until 


then Ohio State was leading 13 to 0 
and appeared to be, on the threshold 
of a national championship, with the 
door partly open. 


Schmidt Is Spared 


And no one—so far—has nimed any 


criticism at Coach Francis Schmidt, 
which is in itself quite a novelty.

asmuch, as folks hereabouts not only I 
thought, but said the Buckeyes were j 
the greatest team in the land and 
rnnybe it was so—before Notre Dame 
came fo town,

'Made Defenders Over-Cautious' 
Then he goes on to admit that it 


had no immediate bearing on the; 
score, for a moment or two later Notre 
Dame fumbled over the goal line; but t 
he believes it made Ohio's pass de- 
fenders "too cautious" thereafter 


"At any rate," he says, '.it may or 


may not be significant that six out of 
10 successful Notre Dame passes were 
completed after this ruling, includ- 
ing two for touchdowns." 


Before this, he points out, the Irish 


had completed only four out of 14 
passes attempted, 


Of course, no protest is even being 


considered and a few of the more 
conservative fans are willing to ad-

'•Alter so many years of co-opcra- 
ion with your organization I natural- 
y regret taking this action, the more 
,o because, following the footsteps of 
ny father, I have always been iden- 
ified with the Baptist denomination, 
vorking with and supporting its var- 
ou.s organizations. 


Favors Denominations 


'I believe in denominations—insofar 


s they make necessary provision for 
mlividual variation in religious ex- 
perience. I recognize the significance, 
the beauty, and the 
helpfulness of 


ritual and creed as developed by dif- 
ferent denominational groups. What 
gives mo pause is the tendency inher- 
ent in denominations to emphasize the 
form instead of the substance, the de- 
nominational peculiarity instead of the 
oneness of Christian purpose. I have 
long felt that this denominational em- 
phasis is a divisive force in the prog- 
ress of organized Christian work and 
an obstacle to the development of the 
spirit and life of Christ among men. 


''My faith is increasingly centered 


on the few fundamental principles of 
Christ's life and teaching as set forth 
in the four gospels. I believe those 
principles can be applied with practi- 
cal vision and spiritual power. 


"If the church is to go forward, if it 


js to hold the young people of today, 
who, 
generally speaking, are notgreat- 


[y concerned about denominational, 
distinctions and have a decreasing in- 
terest in sectarian missions and if their 
support of its activities is to replace 
hat of older givers who pass on. these 
denominational distinctions are bound 
0 fade in the forward movement of 
1 great united church open to all who 
seek to follow Christ a»d to find in 
him the abundant life. 


"Such a church will, I believe, meet 


the needs of young people and enlist 
their support of its missions at home 
and abroad. 


For Fundamentals 


"We of the older generation should 


not discourage them or bo instrumen- 
tal in lessening their interesTby pass- 
ing on the divisive elements of our 
present day religion. Rather shouk 
we work with them in relegating the 
non-essential to a place of secondarj 
importance and stand with them fo; 
the fundamentals of Christian unity 
feeling confident that on such a foun- 
dation they will roar n church far bet- 
ter adapted to the requirements o 
their day and generation than any we 
could build for them. 


"Relating this statement of my per- 


sonal view and interest to present gen- 
eral trends, I am sure you will under- 
stand the action which I have1 taken 
It does not indicate any lessening of 
my interest in religion and tlie Chris- 
tian church. 
On the contrary, it 


springs from a deeper and growing 
desire to encourage and further those 
united and non-sectarian activities and 
agencies whic hemphasizo above all 


i else unity in Christian service, love 
for God as He is revealed in Christ 
and His living spirit, and the vital 
translation of this love into Christ- 
like living. 


"I am therefore seeking to use such 


influence as I have in emphasizing the 
basic truths common to all denomina- 
tions, in lowering denominational bar- 
riers and| in promoting effective co- 
operation among Christians of what- 
ever creed. Definitely to support such 


the next step for me to lake in that 
dilution. 


"Lest this explanation of my position 


be construed as a criticism of any who 
think differently, let me hasten to say 
that I concede to others tho same 
right to freedom of thought and ac- 
(tion that I cherish for myself. -The 
Baptist 
denomination was 
founded 


upon principles of religious tolerance 
and fredom that permit tho fullest co- 
operation with all groups in sha'ring 
the Christian experience and teaching. 
I am simply acting in accordance v. ith 
the principles of that denomination 
with which 1 have all my life bi-en so 
happily associated."
